FRESNO, June 1.— Unten em- 
Ployees of sixteen of Fresno’s lead- 
ing restaurants and hotel dining- 
rooms were waiting late this aft- 
ernoon for final instructions on a 


the cooks and waiters’ union. 
after failure of the Hotel and Res- 
taurant Keepers Association and 
the union to agree on working con- 
ditions and wages for the next fis- 
cal year dating from today. 

Restaurant men in conference 
this afternoon disagreed on arbi- 
tration with the union men, who 
last night decreed that any re- 
quest for arbitration must come 
from the employers. In the event 
that arbitration was requested this 
afternoon, they said, the strike 
would be called off until a settle- 
ment was reached. 

A cut in wages of 50 cents per 
day included in a seat of ten de- 
mands for a new working agree- 
ment promulgated by the restau- 
rant keepers, was the rock upon 
which negotiations for the past 
week between the contending fac- 
tions collapsed with arbitration the 
only factor which will forestall a 
strike &ffecting. according to the 
restaurant keepers, about 3850 
union employees. 

The union maintains that about 
50 per cent of its 450 members are 
affected by the walkout order. 

Jack Racovics, business agent of 
the union, was ordered to begin 
collecting union labels of the saix- 
teen restaurants at 3 o'clock in 
— event. arbitration had not been 


Thirty of the forty-six restau- 
rants and dining-roome affected 
have signed up with the union on 
the basis of last year’s wages. It 
being said by restaurant 
keepers that of the 542 employees 
86 per cent are employed in the 
sixteen hold-out“ restaurants and 
hotels.

Report on Colorado Flood 
Flays Govgrnment 


Federal Money Necessary to 
Prevent Damage 


East and Middle West Are
